Your 6/ 30s I had no objection to your sending me the material on the Lifton *=

I am, naturally, mildly curious about such matters and did read what you sent, 
with interest 0 If you think I should be persuaded of your opinions concerning 
Lifton I would have to sea what ho sent you (although I am not inclined to get 
involved in the Receda matter.) I have lots of things I would rather do - even 
physics is preferable,, Could you clarify the comments to lifton about Harold 
from "close associates” who had read his manuscripts? Was there a suggestion by DL it 
was Verb or me? 


An example of how rumors can spreads a critic (who remains nameless hero) told 
Verb that he had hoard that Bud had gotten (the implication was improperly) his 
cross-index of CD's and CE's from Verb, In fact, as you probably know. Bud did tho 
work independently, anyone could have done it, and the earlier list was done by 
me, not Verb, (Remember the old joke about the lawyer’s strong defenses my client 
didn't borrow the car from you, it was already damaged when he borrowed it, and it 
was in perfect condition when he returned it.)

I try to avoid questions which they cannot possibly 
answer, but if you are specific enough you can tell when they are squirming. The 
first two paragraphs, which are just what I expected, suggests that we are playing 
games with each other, "The matter in which you are interested" indeed!
